In  our  five-and-a-half  year  history,  we  have  faced  two  perpetual  problems  of 
currency.  One  kind  of  currency,  of  course,  is  represented  by  hard  cash.  The  other 
kind,  often  as  difficult  to  obtain,  relates  to  our  immediate  coverage  of  important 
news  events. 

All  too  often  we  have  been  forced  either  to  schedule  an  idea  some  six  weeks 
in  advance  and  hope  to  rise  to  the  occasion,  or,  to  pre-empt  programs  of  general, 
rather  than  timely  interest  in  cases  of  crisis  or  emergency. 

Our  Wide  Open  and  Eleventh  Hours  have  aided  us  in  presenting  topical  pro- 
grams as  they  are  produced,  but  have  not  entirely  solved  the  day-to-day  problem. 

This  Folio  represents  the  first  stage  of  what  we  hope  will  be  the  long-range 
solution.  You  will  find  open  hours  from  10:00  until  11:00  p.m.  on  Tuesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  nights.  This  represents  one  more  hour  a  week  for  news 
and  topical  current  events  coverage  than  has  previously  been  available.  In  a 
month  or  two,  we  hope  to  add  two  more  of  these  hours,  to  provide  time  each 
week-night  for  a  Pacifica  News  program  which  includes  special  reports,  docu- 
mentaries and  other  kinds  of  expanded,  current  Public  Affairs  coverage.

The  Chekhov  Lectures 

With  this  Folio,  we're  pleased  to  celebrate  the  birthdays  of  three  famous  writers, 
and  to  begin  several  new  series.  Most  notable  is  The  Chekhov  Lectures.  In  this 
series,  Michael  Chekhov,  for  15  years  an  actor  under  Stanislavski,  from  1924  to 
1928  the  Director  of  the  Second  Moscow  Art  Theater  and,  until  his  death  in  1955, 
a  friend  and  teacher  of  many  Hollywood  notables,  will  be  heard  discussing 
character  creation,  ensemble  feeling,  great  Russian  directors  and  other  aspects 
of  the  theater.  The  series  premieres  on  Jan.  17,  the  birthday  of  his  playwright 
uncle,  Anton,  and  will  be  introduced  by  actor  John  Dehner.  We  are  deeply 
indebted  to  Mme.  Xenia  Chekhov  for  permission  to  broadcast  these  rare  tapes.

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AN  OPEN  LETTER  FROM  PACIFICA'S  NEW  PRESIDENT: 

Dear  Subscriber: 

Bob  Adler,  manager  of  KPFK,  wants  to  introduce  me  to  you,  because  I  am  the 
relatively  recently  elected  President  of  Pacifica  Foundation.  He  asked  me  to  write 
a  friendly  greeting,  acknowledging  my  new  obligations  to  you,  and  saying  how 
happy  I  am  to  join  more  officially  that  team  of  volunteers  and  staff  members  who 
make  Pacifica  radio  the  powerful  and  lively  institution  that  it  is.  But  I  don't  want 
to  do  that.  I  would  rather  ask  you  for  a  favor. 

The  President  of  the  Foundation  ought  to  be  able  to  assure  subscribers  that  their 
stations  are  operated  with  careful  financial  responsibility.  That  has  meant  that  I 
can't  let  managers  spend  money  they  don't  have,  which  has  meant  that  there  is 
strong  restraint  on  them  when  they  see  opportunities  to  increase  program  quality 
or  extend  our  reach  into  the  community,  for  such  improvements  always  cost  money. 

The  answer  to  KPFK's  financing  is  given  by  increased  subscriptions.  I  believe 
it  is  possible  to  do  what  Lew  Hill,  the  founder  and  first  President  of  Pacifica, 
always  hoped:  to  convert  2%  of  the  radio  audience  in  a  Pacifica  station  area  into 
supporters  and  subscribers.  Presently  KPFK  has  about  10,000  subscribers,  which 
represents  about  one-third  of  one  percent  of  the  potential  audience.  We  ought,  by 
the  Hill  formula,  to  have  60,000  subscribers.  We  also  ought  to  have  them  according 
to  another  measure,  which  tells  us  that  about  500,000  people  every  week  listen  to 
KPFK. 

Why  are  so  few  listeners  subscribers?  You  are  the  best  source  of  information 
on  this  question.  Will  you  write  to  me  about  it?  Tell  me  why  you  think  more 
people  don't  subscribe,  and  what  you  think  would  be  most  likely  to  convince 
your  non-subscribing  listener  acquaintances  that  they  ought  to  support  the  station, 
as  well  as  listen  to  it.  All  of  us  subscribers  will  be  better  served  when  we  have 
more  subscribers — and  therefore  more  operating  funds.  Help  me  find  out  how  to 
find  subscribers,  and  in  exchange,  I'll  promise  you  an  even  better  KPFK.

Hallock  Hoffman  became  President  of  Pacifica  Foundation 
in  October,  1964,  after  serving  for  one  month  as  Acting  Presi- 
dent. He  has  been  associated  with  Pacifica  since  1961,  when 
he  became  a  regular  commentator  on  KPFK.  Since  1962  he 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Foundation's  Board  of  Directors. 

Mr.  Hoffman  graduated  magna  cum  laude  from  Kenyan 
College,  and  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  taught 
Aernonautics  previous  to  and  during  World  War  II,  first  as 
head  of  Kenyon's  Department  of  Practical  Aeronautics,  then 
as  head  of  the  Instructors'  School  of  the  Ryan  School  of 
Aeronautics,  and  later  in  the  Air  Force.  After  the  war,  he 
established  a  sound  recording  business,  and  was  co-founder 
of  the  Stancil-Hoffman  Corporation,  manufacturers  of  pro- 
fessional  tape   recorders. 

During  and  following  the  war,  he  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  peace  cannot  be  achieved  with  the  machinery  of  war.  He  resigned  his  commission 
in  the  Air  Force,  and  eventually  joined  the  Society  of  Friends  (Quakers).  From 
1952  to  1954,  he  was  on  the  staff  of  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee.  Con- 
currently, he  became  a  lecturer  on  the  faculty  of  Occidental  College. 

In  1954,  he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Fund  for  the  Republic  as  Assistant  to  President 
Robert  M.  Hutchins.  Three  years  later,  he  became  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the 
Fund.  When  the  Fund  founded  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Democratic  Institutions, 
Mr.  Hoffman  became  the  Director  of  the  Study  of  the  Political  Process  at  the 
Center.  He  is  presently  continuing  his  duties  as  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Fund 
in  addition  to  his  Pacifica  presidency.
